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ARTICLE XXII 

INSURANCE, HEALTH AND WELFARE 


A. The City shall continue to maintain and provide 
all insurance coverage that is in force and effect at the present 
time, and increase the benefits of same as hereinafter set forth. 

B. The City shall provide insurance coverage on em¬ 
ployees and their personal vehicles when said vehicles are used in 
the performance of their duties and this shall include liability 
and collision coverage. Should the employee not have collision 
coverage, the City will assume coverage to a maximum of $4,000. 

Should the employee have liability or collision coverage, the City 
will pay the difference in premium for each of such coverages. The 
employee shall obtain from the employee's insurance carrier the dif¬ 
ference in premium and present the same to the City. 

C. The City shall provide life insurance in the amount 
of $5,000 and accidental death and dismemberment insurance in the 
amount of $5,000 for each employee up to the age of 65. Thereafter,
